SIERRA MADRE GOES OVER 
TOP IN COLLECTION OF FATS 

The collection of household fats 
in Southern California for No¬ 
vember showed a slight Improve¬ 
ment over figures for the imme¬ 
diately preceding two months, but 
the need for increasing amounts 
of these fats is critically Impor¬ 
tant at this time, reports the De¬ 
partment of Agriculture. It is 
stated that many manufacturing 
industries had to depend on sal¬ 
vaged household fats during war¬ 
time while imports from the Pa¬ 
cific area were cut off. It will 
take time to revive these imports. 
In the meantime, the need for 
saving fats and oils for the manu¬ 
facture of soap and countless 
other industrial uses, which in¬ 
clude syrtthetic tires, nylon and 
pharmaceuticals, is as great as 
ever. 

California collections have fol¬ 
lowed the national pattern of de¬ 
cline for several months and 
though the incentive of four ra¬ 
tion points per pound is missing, 
housewives still will receive four 
cents for each pound saved and 
turned in. Sierra Madre house¬ 
wives turned in 704 pounds, or 
1 13 per cent of the quota, 623 
pounds, the Department report 
showed.

All indications point to the fact 
that Sierra Madre will have a 
float in the Tournament of Roues 
parade of which we may well be 
proud and also one which should 
stand up well to the top among 
the over 50 floats which will be 
shown. 

The theme of the float will be 
"Freedom from Terror," an alle¬ 
gory depicting the power of Jus¬ 
tice over terrorism, an Angel of 
Peace being freed from the coils 
of a gigantic boa constrictor (60 
feet long) by the sword of Jus¬ 
tice. 

The Angel. Barbara Blake, will 
be robed in 15.000 yellow chrysan¬ 
themums with wings of the same 
color. 

The body of the float, 32 feet 
in length, eight feet wide and 
14 1 o feet high, will be covered 
with 35.000 variegated flowers to 
represent a "Land of Peace.” 

The boa constrictor will be 
made of 9000 oak, sycamore, sage 
and mountain laurel leaves. Al- 
pert Tailors have offered to sevr 
up the cloth which Is to form the^ 
boa constrictor. 

The apron, or edge of the float, 
will take 6500 avocado leaves, in¬ 
terspersed with floral medallions. 

The name "Sierra Madre" which 
appears on each side of the float 
will be made of orange-colored 
poms and the title "Freedom from 
Terror" will be done in poinsettia 
petals on a shield of white chry¬ 
santhemums, bordered with com 
flowers. 

Weather permitting, we expect 
to have several hundred roses to 
form the medallions. 

The structure to hold the "An¬ 
gel" in mid-air, together with the 
wings, is made of pipe and is 
welded to the frame. This Intri¬ 
cate piece of work was supervised 
by Vernon Udell and Ernest Moh- 
ler.

Adju¬ 
tant: Charles A. Strutt, president 
of the Tournament of Roses As¬ 


sociation; the Tournament Queen 
and her royal court riding the 
Tournament of Roses float, and 
the Theme Banner. "Victory, Uni¬ 
ty and Peace.” 

There will be 55 floats, 18 
marching bands and about 200 of 
California's finest riders and 
horses participating in the pa¬ 
rade on January 1. The Republic 
of Mexico will lead the first di¬ 
vision with their float depicting 
the floating gardens of Xochimil- 
co. The Mexican entry is the 
only entry representing a foreign 
country In the parade this year 
and presiding over the float, will 
be Margaret O'Brien,child film 
star. 


JEEPS TO THE SHERIFF 
AUGMENT SERVICE 

Twenty-five Army jeeps driven 
by sheriff deputies soon will 
make their appearance on county 
highways, according to Supervisor 
William A. Smith who stated that 
this number has been ordered 
purchased bv the Board of Super¬ 
visors at Tuesday's session. 

The board also voted to increase 
the sheriff force by 85 persons, 
of which 10 will be in the civil 
division and the remainder in the 
criminal division. The increase 
was granted to cope with the in¬ 
crease in crime. 


A statement of facts from the 
post office during December is 
more revealing than at first 
thought. In the first place local 
people were more generous than 
thov have ever been. Possibly 
there arc more people In Sierra 
Madre. posslblv they had more 
monev for giving, possibly the re- 
i lief of war made them want to 
give more. At any rate the mail 
going and coming was the heavi¬ 
est it has ever been. 

A comparison with last year 
tells the story. The cash receipts 
from December 1 to date are ap¬ 
proximately 11 per cent higher 
than the snme time last year. 
Cancelled letters metered last year 
from December 10 to 24 were 
8').200. Tlie meter cancelling this 
vear for the same time was 105 ,-1 
867. 

The outgoing parcel post was 
more than doubled over last year. 
The outgoing parcel post sacks 
for 1944 were 373, while 1945 
reached a peak when 724 were 
sent out during the December pe¬ 
riod. Tills did not include the 
early overseas shipment. 

Incoming gifts for local Christ¬ 
inas trees in 1944 totaled 482 
sacks and this year 565 sacks 
were received at the local post, 
office. 

In spite of the unusually heavy 
mails this year Postmnster Dur- 
ning said every parcel post pack¬ 
age wns delivered by Christmas 
eve. The Postal personnel is to 
be congratulated, for there were 
manv handicaps; the prevalent 
colds and two regular employees 
home sick. New carriers had to 
be trained.

City Must Request to Join Sanitation 
District by January 15, or Lose Out 


Mayor Thomas W. Schwartz Is 
in receipt of a letter from A. M. 
Rawn. Chief Engineer and Gen¬ 
eral Manager of the L. A. County 
Sanitation Districts, stating that 
in order for Sierra Madre to be 
included in the plan for sewage 
disposal proposed for County San¬ 
itation District No. 15, it will he 
necessary for the City Council to 
officially request by resolution, 
that Sierra Madre he annexed to 
the district and this action must 
he taken so that the request is 
in the hands of the Board of Su¬ 
pervisors on or before January 
15, which is the latest date pos¬ 
sible as it Is the intention to hold 
a bond election April 23. 

Mr. Rawn states that it is his 
belief that he has furnished this 
citv with all of the information 
presently available and has indi¬ 
cated the economics which will 
accrue to each of the cities by 
disposing of sewage In co-opera¬ 
tion with neighboring cities and 
unincorporated territory. Compe¬ 
tent engineering opinion concurs 
in those recommendations. "The 
decision,” he Hays, "now rests 
with Sierra Madre as to whether 
that city desires to be included in 

f ie plan for sewerage of the en- 
re San Gabriel Valiev, west of 
San Gabriel river.” 

.The city of Monrovia is serious¬ 
ly contemplating the abandonment 
at the plant which has been 
■Meted at a considerable cost and 

g rila. although it has voted 
9 for its own plant, Is also 
dering abandonment of that 
This indicates their belief 
Ml the economy of the co-opera- 
ttve measure, even after the ac¬ 
tion which they have taken, which 
should be strong enough evidence 
for Sierra Madre. Unless we Join 
now. It will undoubtedly be Im¬ 
possible to Join later and it will 
tdso be almost impossible to es¬ 
tablish a plant here as we haven't 
the location nor facilities for dis¬ 
posal of the refuse.

DARK PAN—absorbs more heat than 
light-colored pan . . . cake top will 
be "standard” color but bottom will 
be darker and have a heavier crust. 
LIGHT PAN—bright, shiny pan will 
give "standard” colored top layer— 
bottom will be extremely light and 
will look "undone." The reason for 
this is that light-colored utensils re¬ 
ject heat away and don’t absorb 
enough heat to allow the bottom of 
the cake to brown to the same tex¬ 
ture as the top layer. Change the 
utendl. not the temperature control. 

Choice 

Suit the utensil to your desired cake 
result as follows: 

By using a NEW, SHINY TIN PAN 
you will get a cake with light- 
colored bottom and sides. 

A DUEL, DISCOLORED TIN PAN 
gives dark bottom and sides. 

A MEDIUM-WEIGHT ALUMINUM 
WARE PAN gives medium-brown 
bottom and sides, the color of a 
"standard” cake.

An ancient ceremony Is being repeafed as Old Man lv4b, 
bent and bewhiskered, gives way on the world stage to his suc¬ 
cessor, the dimpled, diapered young man known as 1946. 

The retiring year will hold an immortal place on the pages 
of history. During the past 12 months both wars of World 
War II were brought to a successful conclusion with the crushing 

of Germany and Japan. 

More important to humanity and to future generations, how¬ 
ever, was the way in which Japan was suddenly brought to her 
knees. The atomic bomb that fell on Hiroshima August 6 was 
not only heard "around the world" but its reverberations were 
projected into the centuries yet to come. On that date a new 
age was born. 

But, it should be noted that although 1945 brought the end 
of the war it did not mark the beginning of peace. Peace today 
exists neither in form nor in faef. No peace conference has been 
held, no peace treaty drawn up. Congress has not even declared 
the war officially ended.

In South America 
the occasional crack of gun fire reminds us that even down there 
in one or two countries at least, peace is neither apparent nor real.

If the noble 
principles which have been so freely mouthed by world statesmen 
are given a little exercise in their conferences and in their dealings 
with other nations, then the peace can be written and it will work.

Founded in 1440, rebuilt and 
destroyed again during the ruc¬ 
tions of its long history, the Ab¬ 
bey. except for its high tower, is 
now a picturesque mass of crum¬ 
bling, moss-covered ruin, in which 
are still visible considerable sec¬ 
tions of its once extensive clois¬ 
ters, its refectory, and the broken 
walls and chancel of the Abbey 
Church wherein one can see the 
crumbling tombs and names of 
illustrious Irish families. All 
around and even inside these 
ruins are growing the beautiful 
arbutus trees, the gray-barked 
stately beeches, and the dark, 
graceful Irish yew. It is in truth 
a spot both sad and lovely—mak¬ 
ing its mute ironic comment on

SOON IS SUM, SAYS OPA 

No substantial increase In pres¬ 
ent short supplies of butter in the 
Southern California area is likely 
before next spring, according to 
ORA district food price chief. 

The winter season Is the low 
production period but normal high 
production next spring should re¬ 
lieve the present shortage. Re¬ 
ports indicate that current sup¬ 
plies of butter art: approximately 
30 per cent of what had been 
considered normal by the trade 
during the war period. 

It should be borne in mind by 
Southlanders that, while Los An¬ 
geles is one of the largest milk- 
producing areas in the nation, 
practically none of this production 
is manufactured into butter. Al¬ 
most all of it goes onto Southland 
tables as fluid milk.

In 
a quarter of a century of active 
dog work, he has bred, snown and 
trained some of America’s fore¬ 
most bench and field trial cham¬ 
pions. Tiie Research Kennels that 
he heads are a unique institution 
devoted to studying the facts on 
dog breeding, feeding, care and 
training, which will be of practi¬ 
cal, helpful value to dog owners 
and dog breeders Although the 
Kennels have been in operation 
less than two years, already they 
have become a veritable mecca 
for visiting dog lovers from all 
sections of the country. 

“In handling any dog control is 
the key word,” Mr. Vail said. 
“One cannot be said to really own 
a dog that has not been trained to 
obey commands.

There is no surer way to court 
disaster for your dog than to keep 
him part of the time indoors and 
part of the time outdoors during 
the cold weather months, states 
the Gaines Dog Research Center, 
New York City. 

Keep him in your heated home 
or in his own unheated house, but 
if you value his health, do not 
keep shifting him from one to the 
c ter, it says. 

Virtually every rough-coated or 
long-coated dog can be kept out¬ 
doors all the year round, provid¬ 
ing certain precautions are ob¬ 
served. Be sure his house is free 
from dampness and draft, but has 
ample ventilation — preferably 
from the top. A strip of old car¬ 
peting across the doorway and the 
right sort of bedding—straw, ce¬ 
dar shavings or a blanket that can 
be cleaned occasionally—will con¬ 
tribute mightily to his comfort. 
You can obtain without cost a 
working plan for building a sub¬ 
stantial dog house out of a barrel 
by writing the Gaines Deg Re¬ 
search Center. 250 Park Avenue, 
New York 17, N. Y. 

For the dog who sleeps in the 
home, a bed at least four inches 
from the floor should be used. This 
should be placed in a corner or 
other protected spot out of the 
way of drafts and as far away as 
possible from the radiators. A 
great deal of dog coat troubles in 
winter can be traced to the drying 
out of the natural oils in the sk:n 
of the dog mistakenly allowed to 
sleep close to a heating umt- 

Most dog authorities do not en¬ 
courage the use of sweaters, 
blankets or other covering for dogs 
when taken out, except for sick or

aged dogs and certain very short- 
haired breeds. Instead, they rec¬ 
ommend that the dog be given 
every chance to run freely when 
taken out, to offset the sudden ex¬ 
posure to the lower outdoor tem¬ 
perature. Dogs kept outdoors 
should be provided with long 
chains to give them the opportu¬ 
nity of getting exercise without 
risk of their wandering away 
Dogs taken out in rain and snow 
require immediate and thorough 
drying on their return to the 
house. 

Cold weather calls for an in¬ 
crease in the dog's food intake, 
though the basic feeding should 
continue the same as in any other 
season. A serving of cod-liver oil 
everv other day is excellent prac¬ 
tice. if you are so inclined. The 
outdoor drinking pan must be 
watched and the water renewed 
if it should freeze. Neither hot nor 
frozen water is suitable for drink¬ 
ing by a dog. 

Finally, there is the matter of 
bathing the dog in cold weather. 
Here it is better to err on the side 
of underdoing rather than over¬ 
doing. A bath once in two weeks 
is sufficient. Be sure you dry the 
dog down to his skin after his 
bath. In the case of some long¬ 
haired dogs it may require two 
hours of warmth to thoroughly 
complete the drying jot. In bath¬ 
ing a white dog, incidentally, a bit 
of bluing in the rinsing water en¬ 
hances tne whiteness of the coat 
Daily brushing reduces the need 
for bathing, which not all dogs 
relish, and is very beneficial In 
keeping the coat glistening, the 
skin free from dandruff, the dead 
hair out of the coat and tha dog 
lea* liable to skin ailment*.
